Anatol Lunacharsky, whose death is 
reported from Mentone, was one of the 
most picturesque figures of the Russian 
revolution. A man of great talents and 
wide culture, Lunacharsky was a doctrin- 
aire revolutionary ; but the widest stretch 
of the imagination hardly could associate 
him with the sans culotte. A philosopher. 
as well as a dreamer, he was a real 
idealisi ; and, of course, men of that stamp 
often are exceedingly dangerous, inasmuch 
as they take .«. entirely objective view, 
and, like St, ‘ust, are prepared to go to 
any lengths in pursuit of their cause.

A Modern Library. 


Manchester, whose first municipal library 
was opened eighty years ago with a collec- 
tion of only twenty thousand books, will 
be able to find room for a million volumes 
in the magnificent new library which 
will be completed early in the new year. 
Built at a cost of £425,000, it proposes to 
set a new standard in library construction 
and equipment; and, while providing all 
the features that are usually to be found 
in such buildings, it will cater for the 
ways. Not only will there be a large 
exhibition hall—where rare books and 
manuscripts will be permanently on view— 
but there will be a sound-proof room 
where works from the library's collection 
of music may be “ tried out.” Research 
students will at last be spared the disturb- 
ing noise and bustle of even the best- 
behaved reading-room ; for they will be able 
to take their choice of twelve private 
“studies '” which have been set apart for 
their use. This, however, does not exhaust 
the list of innovations at Manchester's 
Central Library, which include a lecture 
hall and a miniature theatre, complete 
with dressing-rooms, and a projecting room 
for films. Even those who feel the need 
for other than mental food will have their 
desires fulfilled, as the top storey of the 
library contains a dining-room, Thus 
Manchester is trying to deal with one of 
the ‘more encouraging features of this 
century—the yearning for knowledge—and 
is doing so in a more comprehensive way 
than most other cities have yet attempted. 
As time goes on, no doubt, more of these 
great libraries will be built; for reading 
seems to be on the increase in every 
country, including our own.

At all times, however, Lady Arnott had 
a high conception of life and its duties. 
From the outset she was a helper of many 
charitable and philanthropic movements ; 
and, when dificult times came, the 
courage, devotion and unselfishness of her 
fine character were revealed in full. Thirty 
years ago she associated herself with the 
Irish Branch of the Soldiers’ and Sailors 
Help Society and became its Vice-Presi- 
dent. The Great War brought more 
terrible needs, and, during and alter it, 
Lady Arnott gave her unstinted time and 
thought to the interests of the Irish 
soldiers in the battle-field and of the ex 
Service men at home. In 1918 her eldest 
son, Captain John Arnott, M.C., the 
15th Hussars, was killed in action. For 
this heavy blow she found her chief 
consolation in atill more eager toi! 
for his fellow-soldiers and a yet more 
ardent jealousy for the fame of 
those Irishmen who had answered 
the Empire’s call. The Irish War 
Memorial Fund, for which more than 
£40 000 were collected, owed much to her 
inspiration ; after - delay it is being 
expended now on a Memorial Park near 
Dublin, She was the direct author of 
another War Memorial which, rhaps, 
will rpetuate even more widely the 
splendour of Ireland's contribution to the 
Great War.

KING’S VOICE.

CHRISTMAS SPEECH TO 
BE SOLD. 


Bw special permission of the King, “ His 
M S. Velo " recorded his broadcast 
speech at their recording laboratories at St. 
John’s Wood on Christmas Day. This work 
was accomplished with the co-operation of the 
British Broadcasting Corporation. | 
The King’s voice, in the form of minute | 
electrical currents, was sent through the pri- 
vate telephone lines which exist between 
Broadcasting House and St. John’s Wood. 
In order to ensure the production of a suc- 
cessful record, the King’s voice was recorded 
in duplicate. On arrival at St. John's Wood 
the electric currents were passed through two 
entirely separate amplifying systems, in each 
of which they wtre amplified ten million 
times. The power valves used in these ampll- 
fiers take 1,000 volts, which is transformed up 
from the local electricity supply. Special 
apparatus had been devised to change over 
simultaneously from one recording wax to 
another. in case His Majesty's speech lasted 
more than 4, minutes. 
The magnified electric currents were then 
assed through a volume control to recording 
oxes, in which they actuated fine sapphire 
ints, which engraved wavy lines in the wax 
flanks. These recording waxes were mounted 
on machines resembling gramaphones, but 
were driven by gravity instead of spring or

The temperature 
of the recording rooms was kept at 70 de- 
grees Farenheit in order to ensure that the 
waxes were at the correct degree of softness. 
As soon as the King had completed his speech 
the waxes were put in a specially heated 
cupboard, over which a man stood guard until 

ednesday morning, when. they were taken 
to the H.M.V. factories at Hayes in a 
specially heated van. 

‘Arthur Clarke, of the “ His Master s 
Voice” Technical gn rtment, 
who has recorded many members of royalty, 
was in charge of the arrangements, and after 
the records had been made he said: “ His
